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EDITING OF CHERRY TREE 
BY CLASS UNWISE 

The proposed change of manage- 
ment of the Cherry Tree in turning 
the editing of the nook over to the 
Junior class of the Arts and Science 
department instead of to one editor 
and one business manager is exceed- 
ingly unwise and impracticable. In 
every form of organization a single 
executive has been found to work the 
most successfully. Too many cooks 
spoil the broth. Besides the obvious 
impracticability of an arrangement of 
this sort a number of difficulties arise 
when one considers it. Not every 
class possesses men qualified to get 
out a book of this sort and few clash- 
es have available men to take charge 
of the business end, which requires 
a great deal of experience and busi- 
ness ability, to be managed success- 
fully. 

The Cherry Tree is supposed to be 
representative of the whole Univers- 
ity and to confine its editing to one 
class of the Arts and Science depart- 
ment would be unjust to the other 
departments and classes. To extend 
it to the Junior class in the Univers- 
ity cannot even be considered. "With 
one man in charge of the editorial 
end and one of the business side, se- 
lected from all the available men in 
the whoie University and carefully 
chosen from assistants on the staff 
who have had experience, the best men 
are sure to be obtained, if the elec- 
tion is made judiciously as was the 


case this year. Previous experience 
is essential, and a class in charge 
would be totally lacking in it. 

In every organization or in any 
activity it has been our experience 
that one or two willing individuals 
have to do all the work. This would 
necessarily be the case with a class 
in charge of the Cherry Tree and 
there arises the difficulty of the right 
sort of men willing to do all the work 
not being available. Then too since 
one or tw T o men have to do most of 
the work anyhow why not let them 
share undivided the honors which a 
position of this Sort carries with it?
